WHY THE IOWA. PBOJUBITION 


FAILED. 


It will be remembered that a prohibi- 


tion clause in the State Constitution of 
Iowa was adopted at the polls by a ma- 
jority YOU of nearly 50,000, but that 
'upon technical grounds it could not be 
enforced. The history of the amend- 
ment shows that it did not fail upon 
technical grounds, bat that in fact the 
measure was nerer legally adopted. In 
Iowa, as in this, and, in fact, in most of 
the States, amendments to the Consti- 
tution must be passed by two successive 
Legislatures and then submitted to the 
•people. If the people approve them, 
then thoy become a part of the organic 
law oi the State. The amendment voted 
upon originated in the Senate, and was 
in the following words: 


No person shall manufacture for sale, 


•or sell, or keep for sale, as a beverage, 
"or to be used," any intoxicating liquor 
whatever, including alo, wine and beer. 


After the proposition had passed the 


'Senate in this form, it was presented to 
the House with the words quoted left 
out. The amendment passed the House 
as submitted to it, aud in the next Leg- 
islature it so passed the two Houses. 
'The people approved the amendment 
•.and for a time it was supposed to be a 
part of the {Constitution.

All the household goods, poultry, hogs 
and hay were removed to a county road 
near H. C. Fallin's about one mile east 
of Fretwell's house. Fretwell has occu- 
pied his quarter-section as an actual 
settler for nine years. Phillips claims 
to have bought the railroad title to the 
land, and has lately made a pre-emptory 
demand of the railroad company to 
place him in possession, bence the evic- 
tion. 
Phillips had Fretwell's house 


torn down by some Portuguese who aid- 
hirn with the wagons, and in this way 
•removodP the improvements, so far as 
tee houses are concerned. 


Testimony ARHiust Arubi. 


One Suleiman Daud was examined as 


a witness against Arabi Pasha, Wednes- 
day.

The Otlier Side. 


The dispatches from the East yester- 


day attributed all the difficulty relative 
to Nevada freights to stubbornness and 
and illiberality on the part of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, and now the Union 
Pacific officials, by way of denial, state 
that there has been ft tariff in existence 
for ten years, which, when first pub- 
lished, allowed Nevada trunk lines their 
proportion of the Sacramento rate upon 
freight for all points in Nevada. This 
freight has always been billed by the 
Union Pacific at their proportion of the 
Sacramento rate, but arbitrary rates 
charged by the Central Pacific Company 
on the business forced it nearly all to 
San Francisco, either by Southern rail 
or water routes. If the Central Pacific, 
however, will reduce it will make it 
practicable to ship from the East direct. 
The Union Pacific has asked nothing oi 
the trunk lines more than it has enjoyed 
for ..ten years past, which is simply to 
bill the Nevada freight to its respective 
proportions of the Sacramento rate for 
each line east of Ogden. Several Union 
Pacific officials have started for Chicago 
to explain and do away with the mis- 
understanding. 


Paciiic Coast Forests 


Speaking of the rapid destruction of 


Western foiests, the New "York Tribune 
says: "In these far Western forests 
there is nothing to take the place of 
our Eastern hickory, oak, ash or other 
hard woods. But the stores of Douglas 
fir and redwood, with other timber trees 
like the Port Orford cedar, the tidewater 
spruce, tha red cedar, and the yellow 
ond sugar pines, are worth moro than 
all the gold iri all the mines of that re- 
gion, to say nothing of their higher 
value as conservators of those benificenl 
climatic conditions which are absolutely 
essential to our future prosperity, com- 
fort andhealth. The one hopeful symp- 
tom in the case is the wide interest 
which those authoritative statements 
from the Census Bnrefen are exciting 
They ought to prepare the way for 
prompt and intelligent action,"

1 do not favor u tariff enacted 
on the 
ground of protection sim- 


ply for the sake of protection, be- 
cause I doubt the existence of any con- 
stitutional warrant for such construc- 
tion or the grant of any such power. It 
would manifestly be in the nature of 
class legislation. In my judgment, the 
question of free trade will not arise 
practically in this country during our 
lives, so long as we continue to raise 
revenues by duties on imports. There- 
fore the discussion of that principle is 
absolute waste of time. There is hardly 
a man in public life who advocates it 
pure and simple. Nobody wants direct 
taxation, although it would bring taxa- 
tion so near and constantly before the 
people that Cougrosa would hesitate 
long belore it voted the sums of money 
it now does, if not for improper, at least 
for questionable purposes. 
Reform in 


the civil service of the Government is 
needed, and the enactment of laws to 
prevent the enforced assessments upon 
office-holders 
under 
Federal, State 


or municipal authority. I think I can 
assure the public that nothing will be 
done by the Democratic House which 
will in any degree disturb or e»en em- 
barrass the present business relations 
and property.

1882, for the 
purpose of organizing a Stats associa- 
tion. 
At their last meeting in Santa. 


Cruz county they passed a resolution 
pledging themselves not to consign any 
butter or cheese to firms that deal in 
oleomargarine.—[.S. F. Chronicle. 


A largo oleomargarine factory has 


just been started up in San Francisco, 
which is now flooding the th« country 
with notices 
extolling the superior 


merits of the bull-butter to genuine 
dairy butter, etc. In a short time the 
butter itself will begin to flood the 
coast. 
Although there is a Nevada 


State statute against the use of oleomar- 
garine, butterine, oleine or sueine un- 
der pretence of being genuine butter, 
together with sundry local ordinances 
directed against imposing it ou custom- 
ers, there is no doubt that considerable 
of the Eastern product, often the vilest 
of the vile, is sold and used in this 
State. The statute and various ordi- 
nances were enacted during the excite- 
ment that followed the first attempt to 
start an oleomargarine factory in the 
Bay city. 
The inaugurators of the 


project, mostly poor, brilliant, scheming 
adventurers, .were swampad 
in tho 


storm of fury they had assisted in rais- 
ing, and for a long time bull-butter has 
hidden its head. Now a powerful com- 
pany, backed by capital, has come to 
the coast, and before long it will be no 
unusual thing for the Beno benedict to 
sharply interrogate his wife, as the un- 
converted atoms of the cat, dog or hog 
in the oleomargarine burns bis tongue: 


"My dear, where on earth did VQU 


get this butter? 
It has a curiously 


queer taste." 


"Why, love, that is the very best 


brand of San Leandro dairy butter, and 
costs $1 25 a roll," 
(She shows him 


the label with a beautiful chromo of a 
dairy thereon.) 


That there is great money in this bus- 


iness is evidenced by the fact that scores 
of smaller factories, working under the 
"Mege" process, are starting up through 
out the Eust. 
Were tho original idea 


ot the discoverer adhered to, the butter 
produced would perhaps be unobjec- 
tionable-jis a poor man's batter. But 
when boot-jacked Thomas cats, im- 
pounded dogs and decayed horse and 
mule flesh are used to furnish the nec- 
essary supply of bullock fat, the busi- 
ness becomes rather raal-odorbus and 
objectionable. 


It will not do to iujuro and perhaps 


destroy the dairying interests of Nevada, 
and especially of Truckee Meadows, iu 
ordfcr to benefit a San Francisco corpo- 
ration, even if the article can be fur- 
nished hero cheaper. 
The dairymen 


ought to take old Father Time by the 
top-knot and organize into societies, so 
as to be enabled to exert a wholesale in- 
fluanc* on the butter business and pro- 
tect it from ruinous competition with 
bull-butter, sailing about as the genuine 
article. 


Mulciilc in 


A dispatch from Pioche, gives the 


particulars of the suicide of Joseph Vas- 
quez, a Spaniard, aged 28 years, at 
Mountain Spring, Utah, fourteen miles 
from Sulphur Springs Station, near the 
road to Milford. 
The deceased had for 


years been an acute sufferer from rheu- 
matism, the severely of the attacks be- 
ing so great that he was unable to leave 
his bed. Rendered desperate or de- 
mented by pain, at 11 o'clock lust Fri 
day morning, he ordered his girl, aged 
10, to bring him his pistol. He took 
the weapon and sent its contents dash- 
ing through his head. His wife alone 
with three children, the eldest only 10 
years old, caught the horses, harnessed 
and hitched them to a wagon, in which 
she placed th« body of her husband and 
drove to Sulphur Springs the same 
night, and thence via Desert Station and 
Panaoa to Pioche, bringing the body for 
burial by request of her husband on the 
morning of his death. The distance 
traveled was eighty miles, the drive oc- 
cupying three days. The deceased was 
a cousin of Vasquez, the noted Califor- 
nia desperado. 


Jteno's Bonanza. 


The Beno JOURNAL says: "About the 


busiest place in town is the planing 
mills and factory of the Washoe Mill 
Company—the old Courtois property, 
juat below town." Reno lias a big bo- 
nanza in the excellent water power af- 
forded by the Truckee river. As yet, 
however, this bonanza has been but lit- 
tle worked—hardly opened, in fact. 
Instead of one or two mills and manu- 
facturing 
establishments that 
town 


should have a row of them a mile long. 
There should be box factories, furniture 
manufacturing establishments, woolen 
mills and all manner of mills aud works. 
—[Enterprise. 


All el which is true, and the timo is 


not far distant when every inch of water 
in the Truckee at this point will be 
utilized to drive the machinery for hun- 
dreds of manufacturing establishments. 
The question of freights has had much 
to do in keeping these things iu abey- 
ance so long.

hundred dollars, staits in to have a 
night's fun and take in the elephant, 
next morning finding himself lying on 
the sidewalk with a tremendous head on 
bis shoulders, is becoming too notori- 
ously common.

boozy 


strangers meet in Beno about midnight 
and in the wee sma' hours, occurred 
night before last. Thomas Adams, a 
stalwart young fallow, late a messenger 
of Wells Fargo on a northern stage line 
arrived in Beno night before last from 
Quartzburg, Idaho, between which place 
and Winnemaoca he has been runnig on 
stage lines. He was well fixed, hiving 
$560 in his pockets, and naturally de- 
sired to see the town. He saw it. He 
struck a poker game which he left with 
only $2-10 in pocket. Thenca he won- 
dered about town till after a few hours 
cruise he fouled ashore broke. He

the pretty woodbine twineth. About 
midnight the prominent business man 
w*s desirous of prospecting his invest- 
ment claim, so he hunted it up and 
breaking it open, found a baviasca, in 
the shape of an old suit of clothes in- 
stead of the bonanza ha fondly imagined 
to have tackled.
